SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Sonnenfreunde Nr. 1 Januar 1993 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine is a German publication which purports to have been produced for 
adherents of the nudist lifestyle. It contains articles of interest to nudists, including 
travel features reporting on nudist venues. There are a number of photographs which 
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show men and women together, engaged in recreational pursuits. However, the major 
focus of the magazine is on the presentation of posed ‘glamour’ photographs of nude 
women that emphasise their sexual attractiveness and their exposed sexual parts. The 
Classification Office is of the opinion that the nature of these photographs is such that 
they are intended to sexually titillate the magazine’s readers. For this reason, the 
Office considers that the availability of the magazine Sonnenfreunde Nr. 1 Januar 
1993 to children and young persons is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have 
been considered in relation to this publication. The limitation of the magazine’s 
availability is intended to prevent injury to the public good and is regarded as a 
reasonable and justified restriction of the rights and freedoms set out in si4 of the 
NZBR Act. 
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
